London, Feb. I (AP).—The four- 
power naval conference unanim ous­ 
ly adopted a plan for annual con­ 
fidential 
exchange of their con­ 
struction programs Friday in a de­ 
term ined 
effort 
to dim inish the 
threat of a world naval race. 
G reat Britain, the United States, I 
France and Italy then decided to 
push as rapidly as possible toward 
a general treaty on lim itation of 
sizes and types of ships and calibers 
of guns. 
The plan adopted will to incor­ 
porated in th at treaty. 
Then the 
powers hope to get Japan, G erm any 
and Russia to agree later, by formal 
signature on voluntary adherence, 
to the conference agreement. 
Summary of Action Issued 
Indicating these hopes, a sum ­ 
mary of Friday's action said: 
“Should these proposals receive 
general acceptance by the naval 
powers, a great advance will have 
been made in the removal of sus­ 
picion which has had so strong an 
effect on competitive building, thus 
a contribution would be made to 
qualitative (totalj tonnage reduc­ 
tion in naval arm am ents through- 
cut the world.” 
Japan, which withdrew from the 
conference and other powers will not 
tx* given inform ation on building 
program s 
unless 
they 
formally 
sign the agreement. 
The plan makes it possible for 
the four powers to receive each 
o th ers 
oflicial 
construction 
pro­ 
gram s three years earlier than now 
is the case. 
Under the existing 
W ashington and London 
treaties, 
which expire at th e end of this 
year, inform ation is exchanged after 
construction instead of before. Each 
nation will announce at the first of 
the year what construction it will
